A SKIRMISH. 


Between the Sheriff's Fosse and the 
Apache 
Benegades. 


IN THE WHITL0CK 
MOUNTAINS 


A Chase for Four Day 
on a Hot Trail. 
Close Call for tho Redskins. 
Meal 
on Horseflesh Rudely Disturbed. 
Tho rodskins who killed Horatio 
H. Merrill and his daughter 
Eliza 
came near falling into the hands of 
tho posso which left Solomonvillo 
led by Sheriff Wight 
and Deputy 
Jas. Parks last week. 
Tho pursuers left at 7 o'clock on 
"Wednesday and before night 
had 
ridden a distance of about seventy-fiv- 
o 
miles. 
The trail made a short 
circuit 
crossing tho road and lod away to 
tho south. 
During tho aftornoon a shot fired 
toward 
tho posso 
from 
a 
point 
some distance up toward 
tho sum- 
mit 
of tho 
"Whitlock 
mountains 
trending 
southeast 
from 
Ash 
Springs apprised 
thorn that 
they 
wero hot on tho trail of tho 
rene- 
gades. 
About thirty shots 
in all were 
oxchanged, but tho distance being 
about 800 yards and tho 
Indians 
being so much elevated 
above tho 
posso placed tho latter at a 
seri- 
ous 
disadvantage. 
None 
of tho 
boys woro hit as tho Indians 
mis- 
calculated and their bullets 
went 
whistling over tho heads 
of tho 
pursuers. 
It is probablo that tho 
distance and tho elovatod position 
of tho Idnians was such 
that 
tho 
bullets 
from tho 
Sheriff's 
Win- 
chesters fell 
short. 
But two 
In- 
dians wero soen at tho time but it 
is probablo that 
tho 
other 
four 
woro 
concealed 
in 
tho abundant 
rocks 
and scraggy 
bushes 
from 
which camo 
smoke, 
reports 
and 
whistling bullets. 
'Iho pursuers 
steadily advanced 
up tho mountain 
slope, 
shielding 
themsolves 
as 
best 
thoy 
could 
among tho rocks and bushes, being 
obliged to dismount and lead their 
horses. 
Finally tho Indians, with 
a few 
partinsj 
shots 
disappeared 
over the crest of tho mountain and 
escaped into tho precipitous rocky 
region beyond, whoro 
tho 
follow- 
ing of their trail was an impossible 
task, tho Indians 
being 
seen 
no 
more that day. 
Fresh horses wero procured that 
night by some of tho Sheriff's 
pos- 
so and tho pursuit lenowed 
next 
morning. 
Tho trail was again 
lo- 
cated in tho valloy near Whitlock 
Ciencga and followed rapidly in a 
uiruuuous rouio unui nignt. Again 
fresh horses were 
procured 
and 
pursuit continued on 
Friday, 
tho 
trail 
leading 
into 
the 
vicinity 
whoro tho Indians had 
been 
origi- 
nally 
overtaken 
and 
shots 
ex- 
changed. 
Hero the trail was lost. 
On Saturday tho posso 
was 
in 
creased and a thorough 
search 
of 
tho mountain mado but thoy were 
uns'uecossful in locating tho trail in 
that rocky country. 
Every oflort was mado 
by 
the 
posso to wipo out 
tho 
murderous 
redskin scounderls and tho powers 
oi pnysicai endurance ot 
tno 
pur- 
suers wero most severely tested. 
Had Mr. Wattors, who first 
dis- 
covered tho 
murder, 
returned 
at 
orco to Solomonvillo, there 
is 
no 
doubt that tho posso by getting 
to 
tho scene at daylight 
next 
morn- 
ing would havo overtakemtho 
ron-egad- 
on tho open mesa and their 
capture or slaughter 
would 
havo 
boon almost inevitable. 
Tho Indians had 
skipped 
from 
their camp near tho scone 
of tho 
skirmish on Wodnosday leaving in 
their hasto a pair of moccasins, 
a 
horso, a saddle mado ofgunny sack 
and bear grass, and also a blanket, 
which tho pursuers 
brought 
into 
Solomonvillo. 
Tho renogades had also killed on 
tho range a stallion 
belonging 
to 
Will Parks, and having cut 
out a 
largo slab from ono side had roast 
cd it nicely over their camp fire. 
Tho delicacy was left smoking hot 
ana untasted by tho 
redskins 
in 
their sudden departure. 
Tho boys 
refuse to roport how much 
of tho 
horseflesh they themselves ate. 
On Monday night Captain 
Mc- - 
Cormack 
with 
a 
company 
of 
soldiers arrived 
at Solomonvillo 
whoro thoy camped for the night. 
On tho following morning tho com- 
pany led by Sheriff Wight left for 
a ten day's scout in and about tho 
Ash Spring 
rango 
of mountains 
whero the sheriff's posso had their 
brush with 
the rencgado 
Indians 
the 
preceding 
Wednesday.

IS THREATENED. 


M0BE 
BLOOD 
NEWS FBOM 
AND 
THUNDEB 
WASHINGTON. 


Ambassador Rayard ITas Cabled the Con 
tents or Salisbury's 
Note. 
Tho refusal 
of Great Drltaln to Arbitrate ITill 
be Laid Refore Congress. 
A special to 
tho

Herald 
from its Washington correspondent 
says that war between tho United 
States and GrcatBritain 
is threat 
ened. It can be averted onlv bv 
surrendor on tho part of England. 
Tho contention over the Monroe 
doctrino 
has 
reached 
a 
stago 
which 
will 
produce 
the 
gravest 
anxioty on both sides of the Atlan- 
tic until tho facts bocomo 
known. 
If tho American Congress will sup- 
port tho 
President, 
and 
of this 
thero can bo no doubt, Great 
Brit- 
ain will soon bo given tho 
choice 
of surrender or fighting. 
"Upon 
authority 
which cannot 
bo questioned," reads the dispatch, 
"it is known that this government 
has received a cablegram from Am- 
bassador 
Bayard 
giving 
briefly 
tho contents of tho noto which tho 
Marquis of Salisbury 
has mailed 
in reply to Secretary 
Olnev's dis 
patch ot last July. 
This reply 
is 
in substance a refusal to arbitrate 
any ol the territory eastward 
of 
tho 
Schoraberg 
lino. 
Moreover, 
Lord Salisbury raises a new case. 
He now contends that the 
Schom- - 
berg lino was not arbitrarily run: 
mat, u was, in iact, located upon 
authentic data, and tho treaty des 
criptions 
and tho 
maps, that it 
correctly 
represents 
tho western 
limits of tho territory which Great 
uritam acquired 
by 
cession 
from 
Holand. 
"Eeceipt 
of this 
information 
caused 
some 
excitement 
in tho 
Washington 
government. 
Secre- 
tary Olney at once 
proceeded 
to 
confer with th 
Piesidont about it 
j.noy agreea in tneir opinion 
con- - 
corning 
it. 
This 
opinion 
was 
that the British Premier 
was trifl- 
ing with tho merits of tho question 
that ho 
was attempting 
to evade 
and delay direct responso to tho 
principal 
issue 
involved, 
and to 
bring 
on a controversy 
betweon 
the two governments as to 
histor-ca- l 
records 
and 
topographical 
facts. 
Such 
controversy, 
the 
President and Secretary agreed, if 
once entered upon might run an in- - 
dennato length. 
"The 
programmo 
which 
the 
President 
and Secretary now have 
in mind is, first 
to ascertain 
the 
the wishes of "Venezuela 
in 
tho 
premises. 
If Venezuela is willing 
to arbitrate 
on 
tho 
Schomberg 
line, then tho mission of tho Unit 
ed States is, for tho time being at 
an end. 
Venezuela has repeatedly 
refused this and it is not expectod 
she will give in now. 
Onco being 
assured of Venezuela's unwilling 
ness to submit to England's preten 
sions, tho President will refer tho 
whole matter 
to Congress at an 
early day for such 
action at that 
body may see 
fit to 
tako. 
The 
correspondence will be 
accompan- 
ied by a messago 
from tho Presi- 
dent oxplaining the situation, 
but 
probably containing no recommen 
dations. 
"Congress as tho only 
war-makin- g 
power, will be leftT to its 
own

by facts. 
Whon this moment 
ar- 
rives tho oxecutivo will

A WABM WELCOME TO A THIEF. 


He Escapes With Ills Comrade 
Leaving 
A Plain Trail 
Marked 
With Blood. 
The Phenix 
Republican gives an 
account of a shooting which occur- 
red on tho Tempo road, near Phe 
nix, last Friday night, by a young 
man named Fernandez Velarde son 
of Bofcal Velarde, 
who owns 
a 
blacksmith 
shop 
on 
tho 
Tempo 
road across from tho wator works. 
The elder Velarde, in giving 
his 
version of tho affairs, 
said that 
about 9:30 o'clock 
ho was in 
tho 
houso 
with 
his son. 
Tho latter 
heard 
a noiso 
coming 
from tho 
blacksmith shop a few 
yards 
dis- 
tant, and jumping up said, "some 
body is breaking 
into tho shop." 
He grabbled up a 
shot 
gun and 
slipped out 
Ho plainly discerned 
tho form of a man who had 
come 
hastily away from tho rear of tho 
shop and was making for the road- 
way. 
Young Volardo called 
to 
him 
then throw tho 
cun to his 
shoulder and fired. 
The thief gave 
a cry and dropping a buggy 
cush- 
ion ho carnod, staggered 
into tho 
road. 
Tho elder Velarde who had also 
loft his house armed with a pistol 
ran into tho road 
when 
his son 
fired 
tho 
shot. 
He 
had 
hardly 
reached tho center of tho thorough- - 
laro when two shots whistled past 
his ears. 
Tho shots were lircd by 
a person who stood several yards 
cast of the shop in tho shelter of a 
tio stump 
probably a look out. 
Just alter the 
two pistol 
shots 
wero fired tho man 
who was shot 
by tho younger Velardo yelled out 
to his companion, "for God's sake 
don t shoot any 
more," 
tho 
two 
then mado 
off into tho darkness 
toward tho east end school. 
Tho trail was marked by a line 
of blood to tho bushe3 
near 
tho 
school, a distance of about 
400 
yards from whero tho shooting 
oc- 
curred. 
Tho trail 
ended 
m 
the 
bushes 
but a largo spot showed 
that tho wounded man 
had bled 
profusely. 
His 
companion 
had 
probably gone after a vehicle leav- 
ing him to remain in tho brush un 
til ho returned. 
Tho wounded man is thought 
to 
bo fatally 
injured and is in 
con-

Roderick Mcintosh 
Killed 
by "William 
GUI. 
A frightful tragedy was enacted 
at tho White 
House 
saloon last 
Sunday night, at 
a 
few 
minutes 
after 10 o'clock, when Bodrick Mc 
intosh was shot and instantly kill 
ed by William 
Gill, 
ono 
of tho 
proprietors 
of tho saloon, says the 
Silver Belt. 
Mcintosh entered the saloon and 
called for tho 
drinks: 
Gill, 
who 
was behind tho bar, served 
him, 
and then called tho night 
barteud- - done just 
tho 
er, Thomas Jones, to tako his placo, 
walked out of tho saloon to tho 
sidewalk. 
Jones testified that 
ho 
served Mcintosh 
with 
drinks 
for 
himself and a 
companion, which 
wero not paid for, and Jones 
told 
Mcintosh ho could havo 
no more 
drinks on those terms. 
Mcintosh 
asked 
who 
said 
so, 
and 
Jones 
answered 
"the 
proprietors." 
In 
tho meantimo Gill had 
came 
back 
into tho saloon and sal in a chair 
opposite tno Dar. 
Mcintosh again 
asked Jones for tho drinks and was 
refused, whereupon Mcintosh went 
over to Gill and accosted him, ask 
ing for his bill. 
Gill went behind 
tho bar and took 
tho amount of 
tho bill 
from 
tho 
ledger. 
Mcin- 
tosh told Gill ho did not owe that 
much and would not pay 
it. 
Gill 
said: 
"That's what's on tho books 
and you'll pay it." 
Vile epithets 
wero 
used, 
but there 
is 
a 
con- - 
met 
testimony 
to who gave 
tho ho first. 
Gill and Mcintosh both grabbed 
glasses from the bar: which 
threw 
a glass first is disputed. 
Two 
wit- 
nesses 
testified that 
Gill 
throw 
first; others, that they 
throw 
al 
most 
simultaneously. 
Tho 
glass 
thrown by Gill struck Mcintosh. 
That thrown by Mcintosh 
struck 
a champagno bottle behind the bar. 
Gill dodged 
under 
tho 
bar and 
camo up with 
a 
45 
r, 
which he held in both hands, and 
lovoling it at Mcintosh 
fired. 
Mcintosh was standing sideways 
to the bar, and in the act of taking 
off his coat, when Gill fired. 
The 
bullet struck Mcintosh 
undor tho 
right arm, below and a little 
back 
of the arm pit, passed through tho 
chest, and probably 
through 
the 
heart, and out at the left side, 
be 
tweon tho forth and fifth ribs, and 
through 
tho 
fleshy 
part of the 
left arm. 
Death 
was 
instantane 
ous.' 
Gill gave up his gun and remain- 
ed seated 
behind 
tho 
bar until 
placed 
under 
arrest 
by 
Sheriff 
Thompson. 
The body of Molntosh 
lay 
on

saloon 
for

time, until acting 
Coroner Jones 
and county Physician Dr. 
B. 
G. 
Fox arrived 
and 
viewed it. 
At

Mr. and Mrs. J. H. 
Pascoo, tho remains wero then

moved to tho Pascoo House. 
Tho verdict 
of tho cororner's 
jury was simply that tho deceased,

ber, by a gunshot 
wound, at tho 
hands of William Gill.

STABILITY 
OF 
VALUES. 


Tho Sophistry of a Gold Standard 
'Writer 
Completely Overturned. 
Tho sound currency 
commltteo of 
tho Now York Reform club, which is 
busy issuing pamphlots 
to provo that 
tho less monoy thero is in tho country 
tho moro tho individuals of tho United 
States will havo, has favored the Ex- 
press with a document from tho pen of 
Mr. Frank 
L. McVoy, entitled "Qual- 
ity of Monoy 
and Wages." 
Mr. 
Mc- 
Voy discusses tho quality of monoy and 
says, among other things, "for obvious 
reasons stability 
of value is an essen- 
tial quality of a medium which is to bo 
permanently used. 
Indeed, it is con- 
ceivable that a moro bulky material, 
such as iron, might 
for currency pur- 
poses bo on tho whole better than gold, 
provided that tho valuo of iron at dif- 
ferent times 
and 
places was 
moro 
stablo than that of gold. 
In fact, how- 
ever, tho very bulk of iron whon com- 
pared with 
gold of tho 
sarao 
valuo 
tends to inako iron loss 
unuorm in 
valuo than gold. 
A motal so 
bullcy 
that a given value of it can with diffi 
culty 
bo 
transported 
from placo to 
place, and tho local valuo ot 
wmen 
is 
thoroforo 
so 
largoly 
dependent 
on 
local 
demands 
is 
naturally 
less 
stablo 
in 
valuo 
than 
ono 
of 
which tho samo 
valuo can bo easily 
transpoi ted that tho relations botweon 
tho local demand for it and supply of 
it aro practically 
fixed by tho relations 
betwoon demand and supply in a wholo 
country, 
and 
almost at onco In tho 
wholo world. 
Taking tho world ovor, 
therefore, 
for this reason alono (and 
thoro aro others), gold is moro stablo 
in valuo than iron, just as iron is moro 
stablo in value than potatoes; and both 
on account of tho great bulk of a given 
valuo and tho great variations in thoir 
Value at different times and 
places. 
Potatoes would bo less acceptable than 
cither iron or silver or gold as a stand- 
ard of valuo or as a medium of ex- 
change" 
Mr. McVoy is sound in his promises 
but wrong in his conclusions. 
Every 
ono of us agrees that tho moro stable 
and unchanged 
a monoy is in valuo, 
tho moro satisfactory it will bo to do 
business with. 
It is customary to say 
that 
gold is of a stublo value, whilo 
tho other commodities fluctuate, but 
as a matter of fact gold fluctuates 
moro 
than 
any 
other 
commodity. 
Tho 
productions 
of 
tho 
farm 
and 
factories 
deereaso 
in 
value, 
compared 
with 
gold, 
because 
gold 
increases in value compared with them. 
It is nonsenso to talk of tho intrinsic 
valuo of gold. 
Probably none of tho 
moro common metals has less intrinsic 
valuo than gold. 
Tho intrinsic valuo 
of anything is its valuo to sustain life, 
to help man clotho himself, or to fur- 
nish him with moro of tho necessities or 
pleasures 
of existence. 
Gold, 
aside 
from its position as mouey, does nono 
of those things. 
If cither gold or iron 
wore to bo banished 
from tho earth, 
mankind would not hesitato to retain 
iron and allow gold to depart 
Lead, 
copper, zinc, in fact all tho baser met- 
als, havo intrinsically moro value than 
gold. 
Silver has a greater 
intrinsic 
value. 
It is harder and moro durable, 
and can bo used in tho manufacture of 
knives, forks, and other useful articles 
much moro easily than gold. 
The in- 
trinsic valuo argument therefore falls 
to tho ground and gold becomes valua- 
ble simply from a monetary standpoint. 
Tho question then romains, has gold 
fluctuated 
in value, or is it tho com- 
modities that havo fluctuated? 
If tho 
samo 
amount of flour, of potatoes, or 
other farm products aro needed to sus- 
tain lifo 
to-da- 
as formerly, then 
tho 
intrinsic 
valuo of Jour, of potatoos, 
etc., 
has remained 
stationary. 
Tho 
same thing is true of tho commodities 
used in tho manufacture of tho articles 
used in our business, or our homo life; 
Intrinsically their valbs increases only 
when thoy becomo capable of doing us 
greater service. 
If this proposition is 
correct, it follows that it is not com- 
modities, out monoy, that has fluctu- 
ated in value. 
That kind of money, 
therefore, 
which retains its value to 
other commodities tho most closely is 
tho most stablo kind of currency. 
If 
tho production of silver has kept pato 
with ho increased productions 
of tho 
stabilities and luxuries of lifo, then wo 
will 
find 
tho valuo of silver and tho 
valuo of other products moro nearly on 
a par. 
As matter of fact, this is exactly 
what 
has 
occurred. 
Silver, 
wheat, 
farm products and clothing havo risen 
and 
fallen 
in 
valuo 
together. 
Of 
course, sometimes particular circum- 
stances 
havo tended to incrcaso tho 
value temporarily of this or that article 
of commerce, but taking tho avcrago 
for a term of years, tho valuo of silver 
compared with that of other commodi- 
ties 
hns remained 
very much 
moro 
stationary than tho valuo of gold. 
It 
follows, therefore, that if Mr. McVey's 
premises aro correct, and wo believe 
they are, silver possesses 
in a far great- 
er degree than gold that very essential 
characteristic 
of tho 
best 
monoy 
stability of value. 
Mr. McVey 
attempts 
to provo that 
even if wages are lower on a gold basis 
than they would bo on a silver basis, 
nevertheless tho laborer 
losos nothing 
becauso he can buy moro with his gold 
than ho could if he wore paid in silver. 
The fallacy of this idea, however, 
be- 
comes 
self-evide- 
when it is seen that 
in gold countries tho wage-earn- 
re- 
ceives relatively less money, measured 
by wliaj ho can buy, than ho docs in 
silver countries. 
It is a notable fact 
that whilo in tho United States tho 
consumption of wheat per capita has 
fallen nearly two bushels per annum, 
it has risen in Mexico and other silver 
countries. 
It is also worthy 
of note 
that while tho manufacturers 
in Mex- 
ico aro rapidly 
Increasing, 
and 
the 
condition of tho peoplo is improving 
daily, that the exact opposite of this has 
taken placo in this country. Whilo goods 
aro certainly 
cheaper 
in tho United 
States than ovor before, their consump- 
tion has 
fallen 
off, and tho demand 
for them has greatly decreased. 
It is 
evident that tho Mexicans with their 
Silver are ablo to purchase 
moro 
than 
Americans 
with 
gold, 
oven 
though 
wages aro lowor in Mexico than in the 
United States compared on tho same 
monetary basis. 
Mr. MeVoy's table of 
tho cost and stability of wages m the 
United States 
from 1SG0 to 1891 shows 
that 
Nvhile 
tho purchasing 
power of 
currency was 25 per cent lower in 18G5 
than it was in 
18C0, yot tho currency 
wages wero 50 per cent, higher, and 
this, bo it remembered, was at a time 
when a gold dollar was worth two and 
one-ha- lf 
times as much as tho paper 
dollar, in which 
wages wero being 
paid. It follows, therefore, that oven 
with a greatly depreciated current 
tho 
wage-earne- 
r 
was better off than 
ho could havo been on a gold basis 
with but littlo monoy in tho country.

THE DUTY OF 
THE 
PUBLIC 
TO 
THE SCHOOLS. 


An Address 
Delivered 
to the 
Graham 
County Teacher's Institute 
by I'rof. 
I.. V. Itosser. 
Tho first question that arises 
is 
tho consideration of this subject in 
as to who is meant by tho public. 
In works 
on school 
government, 
thero aro said to bo 
lour parties 
comprehended 
in tho 
idea 
of 
a 
school. 
Theso parties are: 1st, tho 
public; 2nd, tho jmronts and guard- 
ians; 3rd, tho 
children; 
4th, 
tho 
teachers. 
Then tho public 
is 
de- 
fined to bo tho state, 
county, 
or 
district, as a body 
corporato 
rep- 
resented by its agents, 
tho school 
ofllcors. 
Under this viow the duty 
of tho public to tho schools 
is 
a 
vory extensive topic, and 
may bo 


d 
into many minor heads. 
It may bo useful to mention 
some 
of theso. 
1st. 
To provido 
a 
suf-- 
liciont rcvenuo to meet tho neces 
sary expenses of tho schools. 
2nd. 
To keep tho schools in scs

Gth. It is tho duty of every quali- 
fied elector to vote

olections and to seo to it that 
suit- 
ablo porsons aro chosen for 
school 
ofllcors. 
7th. It is tho 
duty 
of every 
citizon to encourago tho schools 
by visiting 
them frequently, 
not 
only on public occasions but 
also 
at any othor time. 
8th. 
It is tho 
duty 
of 
every 
person whilo in 
tho 
presenco or 
hearing of school children 
to 
be 
especially 
careful 
in depotment 
and discreet in language, so 
as to 
avoid sotting 
an immoral 
or 
example. 
It is greatly to bo regrottod that 
iho hauits ot many ot our people 
in reforenco 
to 
tho 
last named 
heading aro sucli 
as to counteract, 
in a largo degree, tho 
instructions 
)1 the teacher in tho school room 
against tho uso of profane language; 
but it is feared that tho punypiping 
of tho school teacher on this 
sub 
ject would bo liko spitting 
against 
tho current of tho wind, and that 
tho spray of his words would simp- 
ly return to his own face to mock 
him. 
It is evident that tho chief 
and most 
important 
duty 
of the 
public is to provido for tho 
neces- 
sary expenses of tho school for a 
lull term of nine or 
ten 
months, 
with a sufficient forco of competent 
teachers. 
How far tho schools of 
Graham county fall bolow par in 
rofcronco to tho length of tho terms 
(about ono half or 50 per cent) is a 
matter of common 
notorioty 
and 
conoral 
rosrret. 
But it does 
not 
scom to ho so well known and ap 
preciated that thoy fall equally 
as 
low in referonco to 
tho 
forco 
of 
teachers 
employed. 
This 
point 
was plainly brought out under the 
old 
apportionment 
law, 
which 
counted ono teacher to overy 
fifty 
pupils of tho census roll, and plain- 
ly provided that a forco of teachers 
should bo employed 
according 
to 
that raito. 
This law was repeated 
ly 
and 
continously 
violated 
all 
over this 
county 
by employing 
only about ono half that number of 
teachers. 
Under the now law, 
as 
under tho old, tho forco of teachers 
is only about ono half tho numbor 
necessary. 
Fifty 
pupils 
by th 
census roll gives an average 
daily 
attendance for tho torm of not less 
than thirty pupils. 
According 
to 
tho experience of teachers and by 
tho school laws all over tho United 
States, this number 
is an ample 
supply of pupils for a teacher. 
It 
thus 
becomes 
apparent 
that our 
schools fall below tho standard by 
another 
oU per cent or nearly so 
Then, rating 
the 
condition 
of 
our schools by reforenco to a pos 
siblo 100, as is customary with the 
wheat 
and 
other 
crops, 
wo are 
forced by theso 
figures 
to placo 
their condition at about 25 to 
30. 
If any ono doubts tho correctness 
of this rating, lot him only 
come 
into tho school 
room during 
the 
fiist 
week 
of 
ono 
of 
our 
fivo 
month's forms of school just after 
a soven months vacation of forget- 
ting, and ho will bo forced 
to ac 
knowledge tho correctness 
of tho 
estimate. 
It 
i3 
worth 
while to 
notice whilo passing, that tho long 
vacation of forgetting is moro 
dis- - 
astorous to some branches of study 
than to others. 
It is especially 
fatal to arithmetic, tho study of all 
others most important 
for 
boys. 
Arithmetic 
is 
bogun 
every 
fall 
Tho close of tho 
term 
loaves 
tho 
larger 
boys floundering 
in 
frac- 
tions', if thoy aro so foi tunatb as to 
have gotten 
that 
far. 
Tho 
now 
term finds them beginning 
where 
thoy began tho torm 
before, 
thus 
tho treadmill works, term in 
and 
teim out, 
lor 
thrco 
or 
lour 
or 
ovon fivo or six 
successive 
years. 
Hero is a fearful 
waste 
of 
time 
energy and money. 
Tho courso of study in all 
com 
mon schools of tho 
present 
day, 
whore any pretension is 
mado 
of 
keeping them abreast 
with 
mod 
ein 
advancement, 
not 
only 
re 
quires tho usual recitations in icad 
ini;, spelling, arithmetic, 
&c, but 
also demands of the 
teacher 
to 
give oral lossons at regular stated 
times an 
various 
other 
subjects; 
such as, civil government and 
pol- 
itical 
economy, 
physiology 
and 
hygino, physics, plants 
and 
am-mal- 
s, 
rocks and minerals, form and 
color, morals and manners, besides 


frcquont exorcises in vocal 
music 
and calisthenics, drawing and pen 
manship. 
Now, 
in 
ungraded 
schools, oven where thoro is a full 
forco of teachers, it is a very 
dif- 
ficult problom for tho teacher 
to 
find time to touch 
on 
a 
few of 
theso 
subjects. 
"With 
our 
over- 
crowded schools with ono teacher 
attempting tho work 
of two, tho 
pioblom is wholly or well nigh be- 
yond 
practical 
solution. 
Again, 
it is universally concoded that tho 
best method of maintaining 
order 
in tho school room is to kcop tho 
children busy, especially tho littlo 
ones. 
With a double allotment 
of 
pupils to tho teacher 
this 
efficaci 
ous remedy 
is 
frequently 
out of 
reach, tho result is that the 
child- 
ren grow 
up 
in at least partial 
idleness and readily acquire vicious 
habits. 
To bo continued. 


L. L. DvcnE, of the Kansas State 
University 
says he 
is 
going 
to 
reach tho 
North 
pole. 
Ho talks 
tho samo as all other artic 
explor- 
ers, that there is no possibility 
of 
a failure, that ho is just as 
certain 
to reach tho polo as tho sun shines. 
Prof. Dycho's plan 
seems

was built from 
the 
Southern 
Pa- 
cific road, at "Bowie, into the county. 
At this writing it has its terminus 
at Thomas, but is pushing 
ahead, 
with tho rich mining 
district 
oi 
Globe, in Gila county, for 
its 
ob- 
jective point. 
This road traverses 
tho valloy of the Gila, which 
com 
prises tho largest and best tract of 
agricultural 
land in 
tho 
eastern 
part of tho Torritory. 
Tho area of tho county 
approxi- 
mates 7000 square miles. 
It is all 
at an elevation of more than 
2,500 
feet above sea lovel, which secures 
it from the burning 
heats 
exper- 
ienced in the lower valleys to the 
west. 
Its surface is diversified by 
rolling hills, precipitous 
and rug 
ged mountain ranges, elevated pla 
teaus and valleys, 
all 
producing 
nutritious grasses 
fairly 
well 
in 
seasons of averago rain fall, and af 
fording 
good 
pasturage 
for 
a 
reasonable amount of stock. 
The agricultural development 
is 
as yet confined to tho rich alluvial 
soils of tho river valleys, as water 
for irrigation is cheaply and 
abun- 
dantly diverted from 
tho running 
streams. 
Hero tho proper 
system 
of water appropriation 
has 
been 
followed, 
Tho owners of the land 
and build and own tho 
canals that supply their land with 
tho necessary water, 
each 
farmer 
paying his pro rata of tho expense 
attending the keeping 
up 
of tho 
ditches and distribution 
of water. 
Land and water hero go 
togeth- 
er. 
When ono buys a farm 
hero 
ho gets a certain amount ofinterest 
in a dith that supplies his land. 
Tho range of crops 
includes all 
kinds of small grain, corn and 
cot- 
ton, Irish and sweet potatoes, and 
all root crops, in 
fact 
everything 
grown in tho most favored spots in 
tho temperate zone. 
Tho capacity 
of our irrigated lands for fruits has 
not been'tested except in a 
desul- 
tory way, each 
farmer having 
a 
small general orchard, 
but results 
point to agreat futuro for horticul- 
ture. 
Tho prune, apple, pear and 
peach reach great size and 
perfec- 
tion here. 
The seedlings produced 
seldom fail to equal in 
size 
and 
quality tho grafted varioties. Some 
of tho semitropical fruits 
do 
well, 
such 
as 
figs, 
pomegranates, 
and 
tender varieties 
of grapes. 
It 
is 
doubtful if citrus fruit can bo large- 
ly cultivated. 
Wo 
do not 
claim 
to 
produce 
fruits six weeks earlier 
than 
Cali- 
fornia or any other place. 
But we 
get them in proper season, 
of tho 
finest quality 
and 
so 
abundantly 
that thoy can bo put in tho mark- 
ets in as good 
condition 
and 
as 
cheaply and profitably 
perhaps as 
in any portion of tho Union; when 
such business is intetligently 
pur- 
sued. 
What will porhaps most 
in- 
terest our readers 
outside 
of tho 
county will bo tho 
opportunities 
hero afforded 
for 
thoso 
desiring 
now homes, actuated 
by 
climatic 
or tho many other 
reasons 
which 
causo a desiro to change 
There is but littlo chance to take 
land under tho Homestead or other 
acts, whero water for irrigation 
is 
easily obtainable, but tho price of 
tho best improved lands with 
first 
class water rights can, 
as yet, 
be 
purchased at reasonable rates, 
as 
compared with many sections, not 
combining tho advantages 
found 
here, very cheap rates. 
Our 
highost 
mountain 
peaks 
touch tho regions of almost 
por-petu- 
snow, 
affording 
delightful 
retreats from the heat of summer, 
and perfectly accessible in a 
few 
hours drive. 
Wo bcliovo our county has mado 
as good progress in all matoral de- 
velopment as any portion 
of tho 
Territory, and it is based 
on that 
best of security,

Perfumes are now extensively man.

natne articles are said by experts to 
compare favorably with foreign manu- 
factures.

from other countries, 
but also making largo use of home- 
grown herbs and flovters. 
Many woods have sugar and gum in 
their composition, and the presence of 
these elements is generally shown by 
the attraction 
the wood seems to have 
for many kinds of insects. 
The wheat yield 
in the Genesee 
valley, Idaho, thisseasonis immense. W. 
X. Gibb thrashed 0,000 bushels off of 200 
acres, averaging about 45 bushels to the 
acre. 
Dan Ilealy cut and thrashed 
14 
acres of wheat that went 52 bushels to 
the acre. 
A Missouri rattlesnake at the mu- 
seum of comparative zoology at Cam- 
bridge has been observed to lose his 
skin twice a year and to add a rattle 
for every skin. 
Instead of losing the 
rattles as he does the skin, they are re- 
tained by the closing of the inner end 
of the old rattle oter the knob of the 
new one, and accidents accepted, 
the 
snake bears with him this record of his 
age. 
The trade in California sweet wines 
is showing a gratifying increase. 
The 
total estimated product for this year is 
3,000,000 gallons, which is 25 per cent, 
more than was marketed 
last 
year. 
Heretofore there has been little profit 
in the vintages becauseof the fierce com- 
petition of growers, but the producers 
have now made arrangements 
with a 


sweet-win- e 
syndicate which will 
con- 
trol the entire product of the state and 
give all concerned some share in the 
profit. 
In America it has been observed 
that bees often bore tubular corollas in 
order to get at the nectar of flowers, in- 
stead of entering by tho mouth, as 
humblebees do in Europe. 
In essays on 
the crossfertilization of flowers, 
this 
supposed anomaly has been thesubject-o- 
f 
much comment. 
It now appears that 
the humblebees of Europe and America 
hae identical habits in regard to the 
manner in which visits to flowers are 
made, and that it is the class of insects 
known as the carpenter 
bee, or the 
borer, which works in the outside man- 
ner indicated. 
The question of the influence of the 
size of seeds upon germination and up- 
on the size of the plants that spring 
therefrom has recently 
been studied 
anew by Mr. B. R. Galloway, a summary 
of whose conclusions is gheu by the 
Gardeners' Chronicle. 
The weight and 
size of the seed are ofgreat importance. 
A large seed germinatesbetter and more 
quickly, and with it one can count upon 
having at the same moment from 85 to 
00 per cent, of the total crop.while with 
small seeds the crop reaches maturity 
only in successive periods of timerso. 
that at no moment in gathering the 
crop in toto could 
we have the same 
proportion 
of 
the 
whole. 
Besides, 
where with small seeds four successive 
crops are 
obtain-'d- , 
we have six 
with-larg- e 
speds, their evolution occurring 
with greater rapidity.

." 
It was 
e 
ior a relative 
usually a wom- 
an 
to put on the breast of a deceased 
person a quantity 
of bread and cheese-an- 
beer, and the 
sin-eat- T 
was sent for 
to consume them and to pronounce the 
everlasting rest of the departed. Itwax 
believed that in doing this he absolutely, 
ate and appropriated to himself the sins , . 
symbolized 
by the viands, and thereby, 
prevented their disturbing the repose of 
the sinner who had committed them. 
Such an arrangement would obviously 
leave nothing to be desired on the one 
side, but how it worked on the other we 
are not told. 
What was supposed to be 
the condition of this spiritual under- 
taker after the ceremony was 
con- 
cluded? 
Did his "appropriation" of tho 
dead man's sins imply a sort of moral as- 
similation of them, answering to his 
physical assimilation of the bread and 
cheese? 
The question would obviously 
be one of some importance to a sin-eat- 
in large practice. 
If the responsibili- 
ties of his profesion w ere as great as 
ties of his profession were as great as 
hypothesis, 
he would 
need to 
retire 
from it early, and to devote a consider- 
able portion of his closing years to re- 
pentance and good works. 
Again, it is natural to ask what hap- 
pened at the decease 
of a popular or 
"fashionable" 
sin-eate- r. 
Would 
any- 
one among his professional brethren 
undertake to eat his sins, even in the 
first flush of satisfaction produced by( 
stepping into his shoes? 
If so, then, 
indeed, 
has the epithet of 
"gallant" 
been rightly bestowed upon'little Wales. 
It is as though one doctor succeeding to 
nnother's practice should consent to as- 
sume the moral responsibility for his 
late colleague's treatment of all his de- 
ceased patients, in addition to his own 
similar burdens.

We yield to none in admiration of the 
quiet and homely heroism of the medi- 
cal profession, but we doubt whether it 
would enable them to face such an or- 
deal as this. 
As to the Welsh practi- - 
tioners to whom we have 
compared 
them, we shrink from pursuing the an- 
alysis further. 
It is evident that, as in 
the schoolboy 
game of "conquerorB," 
where a stone which can smash 
the 
smasher, of, say, 43 other stones take3 
over all its conquests, and becomes 
it-- 
self a "forty-- f ourer," so the responsibil- - ' 
ities of these unhappy men might ac- 
cumulate at nn alarming rate. 
One 
hardly dares to contemplate the inter- 
nal condition of the 
sin-eat- 
who had in 
life attended a long series of other sin-- 
-- 
eaters. 
The cheese would be almost 
converted into Welsh rabbit before ho 
had got it down.
